Today, private companies hold contracts that allow them to profit off all corners of America's immigrant detention system. Consequently, 
many people charged with crimes are exposed to the profit-seeking of companies every step of the way, from entering the system to being 
released. This graphic depicts the possible paths of someone who is charged with and found guilty of an immigration offense, revealing the 
various privatized services provided by the corrections industry.

Private Corrections Industry Leaders 



Prison and Detention Facilities 

• Corrections Corporation of America (CCA): Operates 60 correctional facilities including prisons, jails, 
detention centers, and residential reentry centers in 20 states. 

• GEO Group: Operates 64 correctional facilities, which hold 72,000 beds. 



• Management and Training Corporation (MTC): Houses 32,000 incarcerated people at 27 facilities in 
eight states. 

Health Care 

• Armor Correctional Health Services: Provides health care to more than 40,000 people at jails and prisons in 
Florida, Georgia, Nevada, New York, Oklahoma, South Dakota, Virginia, and Wisconsin. 


• Centurion: Provides health care to prisoners in over 200 correctional facilities. 


• Corizon Health: Provides health care to more than 335,000 people at 531 correctional facilities in 27 states. 

• Correct Care Solutions: Provides health care to approximately 250,000 incarcerated people in 37 states. 

• Wexford Health Sources: Administers medical, psychiatric, and other health care services, both in-person 
and through tele-medicine, to incarcerated people. Wexford holds contracts with 120 institutions and covers 
97,000 prisoners and patients. 

Pharmacies 

• Correct Rx: Provides pharmaceutical services to more than 200,000 prisoners in over 195 correctional facilities 
throughout the U.S. 

• Diamond Pharmacy Services: Provides pharmaceutical services to more than 500,000 incarcerated people in 
over 900 facilities in 44 states. 


• Maxor Correctional Pharmacy Services: Provides pharmaceutical services to more than 330,000 prisoners in 
over 250 facilities in 26 states. 





Food Services 

• Aramark: Serves 380 million meals per year to correctional facilities across North America. 

Money Transfer Services 

• JPay: Provides money transfer services to 1.7 million incarcerated people in 32 states, nearly 70% of all 
U.S. prisoners. 

Phone and Video Calls 

• Global Tel-Link (GTL): Holds contracts for phone and video call services that cover 1.3 million prisoners in 
2,400 local, state, and federal facilities. 


• SecurusTechnologies: Operates phone, video call, and email services for incarcerated people at 2,200 
facilities in the U.S. and Canada. 



Commissary 

• Keefe Group: Sells food, clothing, toiletries, and electronics to prisoners. It contracts with 800 correctional 
facilities and ships more than 25 million pounds of goods and supplies each month. 


Transportation and Deportation 

• GEO Transport: Owns over 270 vehicles and is a division of GEO Group. 


• PTS of America: Transports over 100,000 incarcerated people per year. 

• TransCor: Provides transportation services to facilities in Arizona, 
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Georgia, Mississippi, Nevada, New Mexico, Ohio, and Texas.
